Sunday next we begin anew year 
The year just ended has been one of 
the best in a material sense- in his¬ 
tory.

INSURE YOUR AUTOS

Carrying fire insurance on your 
buildihgs> is important and it is also 
just as important to carry insurance 
on yOur automobile. Garages here and 
there have been detroyed by fire and 
invariably many cars stored there 
have been burned, and as a general 
rule carried no insurance. On some 
cars an insurance of $500 could be 
carried for about $3.00, and rates of! 
50c and 60c per $100 were current, soj 
there was not much need of passing 
up the protection which fire insur- j 
ance would afford. The importance 
of insurance of all kinds should not 
.be overlooked at the rates and terms' 
at which it can be carried today as a \ 
rule.

CLOSELY REGULATED 

No business in Canada is more 1 
closely regulated than the grain busi- j 
ness. Absolute protection is given j 
the farmer, the speculator, the buyer J 
and every' other interest in wheat j 
and other grains all down the line. 
The Canada Grain Act is a book of 
160 pages and there is little that it, 
misses. An American government j 
publication says: “The effect of the 
Act has been to place the government I 
virtually in the position of referee | 
between the transportation compan -1 
ies, the elevator interests, and the j 
grain dealers on the one hand, and! 
the grain growers on the other.” The j 
grain trade of Western Canada, this j 
publication declares, is “more subject 1 
to regulation than any other-Cana-1 
dian trade, and far more closely sup¬ 
ervised than the grain trade in the | 
United States.” Saye a western graitv ! 
man, “A man with grain to sell may 1 
be absolutely lacking in any know¬ 
ledge of business and yet he is thor-! 
oughly protected by law and prac¬ 
tice.’’—Post. 

* The above from the Financial Post! 
is quite at variance with what farm¬ 
ers think of the Grain Act. The mat- j 
ter of grading wheat this year is evi¬ 
dence that the farmer ds not given 
much protection against the grain J 
trade.

ever, regard this extraordinary ru-| 
mor as the veriest bosh.’’ 


j Millions of dollars have been lost 
to the farmers of Alberta this season 
through the degrading of wheat, T.O. 
King, prominent U.F.A. leader and 
member of the Canadian Wheat 
Standards Board, declared at the 
Lethbridge Federal Constituency U. 

F.A. association convention recently. 
Mr. King said that the growers had 
“been robbed" of this money, adding 
that he was satisfied the foreign mill¬ 
ers exercised dictatorial powers as to 
the establishment of wheat grades in 
Canada with the Canadians milling 
interests concurring. The speaker, 
however, was as vigorous in opposing 
the attempt made during the conven¬ 
tion to pass a resolution calling for 
the establishment of a new system of 
grading based on the protein sample 
market in force in the L'nited States. 
He urged caution, stating that noth¬ 
ing had appeared better than Canada 
had right nyw. He did suggest that 
the Canada Grain Act be amended so 
as to give more leeway in the giading 
of wheat showing bran frost. Instead 
of such wheat, a variety little injur¬ 
ed as to its milling quality, being 
graded down to No. 4 or No. 5, the 
act should be changed to give the 
graders powers to give such wheat at 
least a No. 3 grade. The wide spread 
in grades,,was unfair and unjust to I 
the growers, said Mr. King, and this I 
excessive penalty for bran frost j 
should be removed. He felt that this | 
would afford a great measure of re¬ 
lief. 

GOLDEN FLOW OF GRAIN 
_ 

! There is no more hackneyed com- 
I mercial phrase in Canada than the 
j “golden flow of grain.” Yet, like all 
| phrases that lose much of their terse¬ 
ness by being overdone, this one is a 
j fine decription of the action it at- 
! tempts to describe. In Canada, grain 
| does indeed “flow'.” It “flows’’ from 
j the thresher into tjie farmer’s wagon. 
It is conveyed by mechanical means 
from the wagon to the country eleva- 
j tor fromwhence it is poured into rail- 
j .way cars. It is sucked out of the 
1 cars (or perhaps poured out) into the 
grain elevator. Into the lake boat 
! and out into the ocean boat all the 
different systems of handling involve 
the “flowing of the grain.” In other 
! countries grain is handled in bags, as 
it was once in Canada. But on this 
continent grain “flows" giving verity 
and point to a phrase that is apt to 
| be accepted idly.

A BRIGHT OUTLOOK ' 

Hon. R. B. Bennett in His Toronto 

Speech Preaches Canadianism. 

Hon. R."B. Bennett, in delivering 
his first speech in Toronto, since his 
election to the leadership of the Con¬ 
servative party, preached idealism 
aniT Canadianism. Mr. Bennett 
launched into a panegyric of Canada 
her present prosperity, her great re¬ 
sources pregnant with future wealth, 
and her heritage as a member of the 
British Empire. 

The potentialities of the country 
had been but scratched, he said. 
Those living today had been born at 
least half a century too soon to see 
the country as it should be. If true 
to ourselves and our forebears, we 
would develop the resources of the 
country not to use as pawns in any 
great nationa] game, but as trustees 
for future generations. Population 
was the greatest problem facing the 
country, Mr. Bennett thought. 

“Unless we develop our resources 
to the full extent and so provide 
work for -people, we can never get the 
population we need,” he said. “To 
the extent to which we are able to 
supply work to the people who are 
here now and cwho are coming, we 
have solved the problem.” But while 
this country continued to buy from 
other nations products which could he 
produced here. Canada was depriv¬ 
ing her own people of employment 
and giving it to' those of other lands. 
Progress depended upon applying to 
the country’s resources every modern 
method of art and science, 
i Touching for a moment on policies, 
Mr. Bennett said the ideals of his 
party were best summarized in. Ten¬ 
nyson’s words that “man’s thg best 
conservative who lops the mouldered 
branch away.” , Policies should not 
be retained when they had ceased to 
be of use. 

Passing from domestic to interna¬ 
tional problems he quoted the words 
of another Canadian statesman, “It is 
not wise that’ a new country should 
tie the hands of future generations 
unless in a matted of es^ntial and 
absolute importance.” Present day 
Canadians should not lightly bind 
the Canadians of tomorrow by trea¬ 
ties and foreign engagements, par- 
I tieularly in respect to natural resour¬ 
ces. With regard to imperial prob¬ 
lems, chief effots ought to be direct- 
1 ed to a deepening of the economic 
life within the' Empire, the speaker 
thought. Canada could find a mar¬ 
ket for most of her products in the 
Empire. Canadians should trade 
with the other peoples of the Empire 
in preference to those of any other 
country. 

WHEAT POOL NEWS \ 

- I 

A high tribute to the influence ofi 
the Canadian Wheat Pool on world 
prices the past year is given in a re¬ 
view of the world wheat situation in, 
1926-27 by the Food Research Insti-j 
tute f Leland Stanford University, of ( 
California. The report gives statis¬ 
tics proving that the United States, 
Canadian and French- crops were 
greatly underestimated and the world 
crop of 1926 was the largest everi 
harvested except in 1911). “Despite j 
the huge world crop,” the review i 
states, “world prices were not so low 
as in 1923-24. The distribution of, 
crops between exporting and import¬ 
ing countries, growing population and 
demand for white bread a general 
upbuilding of stocks, economic recov¬ 
ery in Europe, and strong holding by 
exporters (notably the Canadian 
! Pool) helped to maintain prices.” 

| During the week commencing Jan- 
! uary 2nd, J. Jesse Strang, director 
| for the Claresholm district, has ar- 
l ranged for the' delegates, in his dis- 
j trict to hold a series of educational 
| meetings at the head office of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool. There are ten 
delegates and they will be taken 
through every department of the 
Wheat Pool and given a thorough in¬ 
sight into its operation. Mr. Strangs 
I idea is to acquaint his delegates 
ft\ 9 J*ftighly with the workings of the 
organization in order that they may 
be well qualified to distribute the in¬ 
formation throughout their districts. 

C. M. Hall, manager of he Alberta 
„Pool elevators has arranged to send 
copies of the circular letters he dis¬ 
tributes to “his agents from time to 
time, o he 70 delegaes throughout the 
province. In his way the delegates 
are kept posted a sto the policies laid 
down by the management of the ele¬ 
vator organization. Suggestions 
which might lead to betterment in 
the sen-ices rendered are invited by 
the elevator management from Pool 
members. 

To date the Alberta Wheat Poo! 
elevators have handled over 16 mil¬ 
lion bushels of grain from the 1927 
crop. This handling is considered 
very satisfactory by C. M. Hall, the 
manager. Pool local elevators^now 
number 157, with three new houses 
yet to, be opened. These are being 
built at Willingdon, Hairy Hill and 
Kateland on the Clan Donald branch 
running from Lloydminiter. 

_A committee of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of Alberta Wheat Pool has pre¬ 
sented a report on the suggestion to 
change the method of handling grain 
in Western Canada from the bushel 
basis to that of the pound basis. The 
committee expresses the opinion that 
the difficulies in he way of making 
the suggested change do not appear 
t6 be insurmountable.

I and will leave Alberta shortly to take 
' up his new work. 

Four Royalite wells in Turner Val- 
^ ley, numbers 1, 2, 3 and 4, produced 
I an average of 667.5 barrels of crude 
j naptha last week—an increase of 42 
J barrels per day over the previous 
i week. The company is drilling seven 
’ wells in the Turner Valley and nine 
on the Highwood River, a little fur¬ 
ther south. 

-- P. W. Abbott, K.C., President of 
, the Edmonton Exhibition Association 
has assumed' the dtrties of acting 
J manager of the association until af- 
1 ter the Edmonton spring show in 
j 1928 when a permanent appointment 
will be made by the board to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the 
late manager. W. J. Stark. 

The Alberta Legislature will con¬ 
vene for its 1928 session on February 
2, ^according to the announcement 
made during the past week by Prem¬ 
ier Brownlee. It is not expected that 
the session will be a lengthy one this 
year, although a number of new bills 
and amendments are being included 
in the agenda which is now’ in course 
of preparation. 

On Tuesday morning, Dec. 29, fire 
destroyed the Alberta Govt. Tele¬ 
phone exchange at Blairmore. The 
building was old and a fire-trap, but 
fortunately much of the equipment 
and the valuable papers were rescued. 
The office covers the adjacent towns 
of Hillcrest, Coleman, Bellevue and 
as far east as Pincher, so the lack 
of telephone service will be a serious 
matter for the time being. It is ex¬ 
pected that partial service will be re¬ 
newed within a few days. 

Fifty buffalo carcasses out of the 
thousand recently slaughtered by 
contract at the Wainwright Park 
have been reserved by the Northwest 
Territories branch jpf the Department 
of the Interior, Ottawa. Tfie meat 
of these animals will be sliced and 
dried for shipment to the Eskimos in 
the extreme northern part of the Do¬ 
minion to help replenish their food 
supply which has been reduced by the 
deminishing of the herds of Caribou 
in parts of their hunting grounds. 

Close on 400 miles of branch line 
construction in Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta have been virtually completed 
up to December 1st by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, according to a report 
from headquarters at Montreal. On 
282 miles of this construction grain 
from the current year’s harvest is be¬ 
ing taken out, and while work is clos¬ 
ed down at this date on most of them 
there are still some on which bridge 
and other construction is being pro¬ 
ceeded with. 


British Columbia’s forest rangers 
and patrolmen report a reduction in 
forest fires costs of practically 90 per 
cent.,.compared with 1926. The-total 
loss this year was about $214,000. 

Output of petroleum products from 
Canadian plants in 1926 amounted in 
value to $71,196,311, according to a 
statement just issued by the Domin- 
iifc bureau of statistics at Ottawa. 

"One distinct advantage Canada 
has over Australia is her wonderful 
railway facilities,” said M. P. Green¬ 
wood Adams, noted Australian lec-. 
turer and traveller, now visiting 
Western Canada on a lecture tour. 
“We in Australia,’’ he'said, “look up¬ 
on Canadian transportation with en¬ 
vy.” 

Northern Alberta’s biggest farm 
land .deal this year was completed the 
other day when the well known Trent 
Farm was sold to a colony of Men- 
nonites for more than $126,000. The 
new owners, eight families, will take 
possession on New Year’s Day. The 
farm, which is in. the Tofield district, 
has 2,641 acres. 

The growing importance of the Un¬ 
arming industry in Alberta is indica¬ 
ted by the importation during the 
past week of a shipment of 27 pairs 
of silver foxes from ranches in the 
Maritime Provinces. These animals 
which are valued at $25,000 were con¬ 
signed to the National Silver Fox 
Club, at Morinville, a newly organiz¬ 
ed firm which plans to engage in fox 
breeding on a large scale. 

The federal parliament will open at 
Ottawa on January 26. The coming 
session will be notable for several 
things—new opposition leader, new 
rules with yegard to length of speech 
es- (thank God), new north country 
projects, proposed development of 
the St. Lawrence waterway, and we 
trust an appropriation to cover cost 
of protecting town of High River 
against flood waters of the High- 
wood. 

The Western Canada Grain Pool 
contemplates spending $5,000,000 
during the coming year in extensions 
to facilities in country elevators and 
terminals in Western Canada, accord¬ 
ing to George H. Mclvor, General 
Sales Manager of the Pool, on a visit 
to Toronto. The building programme 
includes 100 or 150 country elevators 
in Alberta; 150 in Saskatchewan and 
10 in Manitoba. At present there are 
160 in Albertb, 730 in Saskatchewan 
and 50 in Manitoba. 

The development of the honey in¬ 
dustry in Southern Alberta has been i 
remarkable. It is only four years j 
since bees were brought into the area) 
f-or the production of honey on a com¬ 
mercial basis and the total output 
was locally consumed. In 1926 there 
ivere nearly 130 tons of honey ex¬ 
tracted and shipped to different 
points and this year 175 tons were 
extracted and distributed. A great 
development of the industry in the 
area is prediced for the spring. 

Quite a number of farmers are get¬ 
ting small bands of lambs for winter 
feeding. One lias recently bought 
400 head, another 100 head of ewes 
and lambs, and still another 300 head 
of lambs. Other farmers are in the 
market for purchases. Feed is very 
plentiful and it is thought best to 
feed low grade wheat than to* go to 
the expense of shipping it. Some 
farfers are feeding right out of the 
stock. J. R. Ririe and Sons of Ma- 
grath are making shipments of Ram- 
bouillet rams almost every day to 
various points in the West.

For a distance of ten miles from 
Waterways to Stoney Island, the 
Clearwater and Athabasca rivers .will 
be dreged by the Dominion govern¬ 
ment, according to an announcement 
made by Col. J. K. Cornwall, D.S.O., 
in Edmonton on Friday The dredg¬ 
ing operations, it is believed will 
speed up the river navigation consid¬ 
erably in the north. 

Trade between Canada and the Un¬ 
ited States reached a high peak in 
the past (American) fiscal year, ac¬ 
cording to a report of the Secretary 
of Commerce at Washington,, cover¬ 
ing 12 months ended June 30th last.
